Judge Refuses 
To Grant Order 
In Horse Deal

Im a special court action at Bas- 
sano Monday evening, April 3, His 
Honor Judge W. A. Macdonald re- 
fused to grant order for specific per- 
formance of crontract by delivery of 
a stallion to D. Galarneau, of Gem, 
by P. F. Clemens also of Gem. The 
judge held that the stallion was the 
property of Mrs. P. F. Clemens, and 
refused to grant the order on ‘those 
grounds. 

The case arose out of a verbal 
deal whereby Galarneau wag .to 
trade a team of mares to Clemens in 
exchange for a tsallion and two 
colts. After the deal was made 
‘Clemens changed his mind and 
claimed that hig wife had refused 
to o, k. the transaction, and that as 
she owned the horse, and as the 
deal did not suit her, it must be 
called off. 

Galarneau contended that the 
stallion belonged to Mr. Clemens to 
whom he traded it five or six years 
ago, but despite the fact that Clem- 
ens had mortgaged all the horses 
and taken an oath as to his owner- 
ship thereof, the trial judge held 
the stallion to be the property of 
Mrs. Clemens, who wag not bound 
by anything her husband did with- 
out her consent.

For Freshness Grow uQickly 

Tender grown vegetables are 
quickly grown Especially 
with such things as radish, carrots _ 
and beets, is slow growing disastrous 
as the roots become woody and filled 
with objectionable fibres. But this 
rule also applies to. those things 
used for salads. On this ‘account it 
ig important to push gtowth along 
with frequent cultivation, which in 
addition to checking weeds also con- 
serves moisture, -Cultivation alone 
will often keep the vegetables going 
through a dry spell but of course a 
few pails of water or an hour or two 


with the hose at this time, will 
prove beneficial, Where the supply 
of water is not as convenient as it 


might be it is a good plan, in laying 
out the garden, to plant those things 
in need of extra moisture, 
such as radishes, lettuce, and celery, 
closest to the water supply. Fertil- 
izer is another way of hurrying 
growth and therefore assuring veg- 
etables of the highest quality. 
Sow Sweet Peas Early 

The first flowers to go in will be 
the sweet peas. For good results 
these must be planted just as soon 
as it i possible to get a spade in the 
ground. Usually there are one or 
two days in early April when it is 
possible to work up the soil in the 
warmest part of the garden, and this 
is the time and place for those 
flowers. They do best in a climate 
where the summer nights are in- 
clined to be cool. They must have 
extra water during dry weather. It 
is advisable to sow in a trench and 
support on brush, strings, or poultry 
netting. Dig the trenc ha foot deep 
and put in three or four inches of 
well rotted leaves or manure. This, 
in addition to plant food, provides 
open material in which a deep root 
system can be developed. On top of 
thig put three inches of fine garden 
soil and in this the seed about two 
inches apart and the same _ deep. 
Gradually the spring and summer 
rains will fill in the remainder 
the trench assuring stout stems and 
abundant deep roots.

Staking ig necessary 
and the protection should include a 
boxing of iron, wood, or wire. 
Watering of newly planted trees in 
dry Weather is particularly import- 
ant. Sprinkling is apt to prove in- 
adequate and a good soaking. should 
be provided at regular intervals. 
Prune high enough to avoid average 
traffic. As soon as growth and height 
will permit, nine feet to the lowest 
branch being none too high. 

Spring Care 

Just how and when to remove the 
protective covering from rose and 
other flowering plants in the spring 
of the year is a question with which 
many are concerned. With such 
plants as rose bushes that have 
wintered under cover it is important 
that the protection from the direct 
rays of the sun be continued until 
the season of low temperatures is 
past. On the other hand some un- 
covering before the warm weather 
arrives may have to be done to pre- 
vent the spread of mold which is 
very destructive. If the plants have 
been covered with boxes the ends 
should be taken out and the wind 


allowed to play through them, but 
without admitting the sun’s rays 
directly on the plants. With her- 


baceoug perennial plants the prac- 
tice should be to remove a little of 
the mulch. at a time so as to allow 
some light to pass through | and also 
accustom the plants gradually to 
the night air,

safe water and safe milk supplies, 

Milk or water may become con- 
taminated with disease germs and 
so spread disease. It makes no dif- 
ference whether such contaminated 
milk or water is used.in the city or 
in the country; it will cause disease 
just as readily in one place as in the 
other. , 

In order to prevent disease, cities 
do, ag a rule, require that their milk 
which comeg from. farms in the 
country, be pasteurized to make it 
safe. If the unpasteurized milk is 
not safe for use in the city, it is 
equally dangerous to use unpasteur- 
ized milk in the country. 

Water supplies in the cities are 
usually filtered or chlorinated, or 
both in order to make them safe. 
The "water from the well in. the 
couniry is seldom examined to, see 
if it is safe. Too often it is said or 
thought that it must. be all right 
because it ig clear and cold, and be- 
cause it has been used for such a 
long time without ill effects. :
